O tis’ finding that the sta te exceed ed 
its constitutional pow ers in prescrib 
ing th e con tested rates because, a s the 
m aster said, such rates constituted a 
direct interference with and im posed 
a burden upon 
in terstate com m erce. 
T he state m aintains the Constitution 
g iv es co n g ress control over com m erce 
beginning in one sta te and endin g in 
another and the in terstate com m erce 
act provides for the federal regula­ 
tion of transportation carried on be­ 
tw een different states, and th a t the 
laws involved apply by their term s 
only to intrastate b u sin ess and do not 
overlap and conflict with any federa 
laws. 
A lthough 
su b stan tive 
law 
is 
cited in support of the con stitu tion al­ 
ity of the M innesota rate laws, ex ­ 
pediency and public policy are also 
urged in that a judicial finding which 
cripples 
the 
com m erce 
pow er 
of a 
state does not enlarge the com m erce 
p ow er of th e nation. 
General ex cep tio n is entered to the 
m ethod adopted by Jud ge Otis in fix 
ing the valuation of the railroad prop­ 
erty em ployed in the state. 
T h is is 
considered the m ost im portant feature 
ox the Otis decision. 
A fter stating 
that the m aster ignored the original 
in vestm ent as a m easu re of the valua­ 
tion upon w h ich they are entitled to a 
return, and also ignored th e ou tstan d ­ 
ing stock s and bonds of ea ch com pany, 
which exceed ed the actual investm ent, 
Mr. Young says: 
“ H e adopted the so-called co st of 
reproduction as the sole m easure of 
the value of railroad property. 
The 
plan follow ed by th e m aster reduces 
railroad valuation to a m ere exploit of 
the im agination. 
Under it the value 
of railroad property can be fixed at 
any 
figure 
which 
in terested 
parties 
will sw ear they b eliev e it to be worth, 
and if such a plan is upheld by the 
courts railroads can m ak e the public 
pay any rates they se e fit to charge.”

fore the M in n esota rate la w s are con­ 
fiscatory.
